CHANGES IN THE MONTHLY TRADE ACCOUNTS 
FOR 1905. 


The Board of Trade desire to direct attention to the fact that 
several important changes have been introduced into tne statements 
relating to imports and expurts to be contained in the ‘‘ Monthly 
Accounts of 'Trade and Navigation” for 1905. A comparison of 
the Accounts for January with those issued during each month of 
1904. will show that the changes made, so far as they relate to the 
specification of new headings or to changes in previously exist- 
ing ones, are as follow :— 


I.—Import SECTION OF THE ACCOUNTS. 


In Group I. of this section relating to imports of ‘ Food, Drink 
and Tobacco,” a new heading has been raised for “ oils, refined or 
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edible,” under which have been placed cocoanut, cotton-seed, olive 
and palm oils, of the descriptions indicated, leaving the corre- 
sponding “ unrefined or raw” kinds in Group II. 

In Group I[I., the imports of ‘‘ manganiferous iron ore” are now 
distinguished from other kinds. “ Silk waste noils ” have been sepa- 
rated from ‘‘ knubs or husks of silk and waste.” The imports under 
‘‘skins and furs undressed and dressed” have now been separately 
classified, undressed skins being placed under the heading of 
“hides and undressed skins” in this Group, under which heading 
are enumerated separately “rabbit skins undressed” and “seal 
skins undressed,” whilst a new heading has been raised in 
Group III., Section N, for “skins and furs dressed,’ with sub- 
divisions for ‘“‘rabbit skins” and “seal skins.” These were formerly 
included in ‘‘ other articles” in the same section. 

In Group III., “ Articles Wholly or Mainly Manufactured,” 
pig-iron has been sub-divided so as to show “spiegeleisen and 
ferromanganese” from other sorts, and “iron castings, ” ‘iron 
forgings,” “steel castings” and “steel forgings,” which were 
previously included in “iron and steel manufactures unenu- 
merated,” are now separately distinguished. In this Group 
also, the heading for “silk manufactures” has been alia 
so as to show separately the imports ‘ wholly of silk,” and of 
“silk mixed with other materials (silk predominating).’ In 
each of these sub-divisions, a separate sub-heading has been raised for 
“lace and articles thereof,” and under the headings of ‘“ broad- 
stuffs ” (wholly of silk) and ‘“‘ ribbons” (wholly of silk), those of 
“silk or satin” are distinguished from those of “ velvet, plain or 
figured.” In Section I, of this G szroup a separate heading is now 
made for “hats and bonnets of felt” formerly included with 
‘hats and bonnets of other materials,” 7.e., materials other than 
straw. In Section J, under the heading “ painters’ colours and 
pigments,” “nickel oxide” and “zine oxide” are now distin- 
guished from “ other sorts.” The imports of ‘‘ paper, printed ” 
have been reclassified as followed :—‘ printed paper-hangings ” 
and “other printed or coated paper.” ‘‘ Strawboard, millboard 
and wood-pulp Board” have been sub-divided to show “ straw- 
board” separately. ‘‘ Carriages, waggonettes, and carts,” other 
than cycles, motors and parts thereof are now shown separately as 
well as ‘‘ parts thereof.” Additional information is also given 
under various headings in this Section of the Accounts in 
respect of the Countries from which goods are imported. 


II.—SECTION RELATING TO EXPporRTS OF BRITISH AND IRISH 
PRODUCE. 


In this Section of the Accounts, besides various additions as 
regards the statement of countries to which goods are exported, 
and a few minor changes, the following alterations are noticeable :— 
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As in the case of the Import Section of the Accounts, the 
export of ‘oils, refined or edible,” are now shown separately 
under Group I., as distinguished from “oils, unrefined or raw,” in 
Group II. The heading for “pickles, vinegar, sauces and condiments 
(including chutney)” has now been sub-divided to show vinegar 
separately, the quantity of the exports of vinegar being recorded 
as well as the value. 

In Group II. ‘‘manganiferous iron ore” is now distinguished 
from other sorts. Separate headings have been raised for “ silk 
knubs (or husks) and waste” and “ waste noils” of silk. 

As regards Group III. separate totals are now given of “ spiege- 
leisen and ferro-manganese pig-iron,” and separate particulars of 
‘iron forgings,” “iron castings,” “ steel forgings,” and ‘‘ steel cast- 
ings.” The heading of “ wire (including telegraph wire) and manu- 
factures thereof” has been sub-divided to show ‘“ manufactures 
thereof” separately. The headings for ‘‘ tubes and fittings” and 
‘‘pipes ” have been reclassified as follows: ‘‘Tubes and pipes and 
fittings, wrought” and “pipes and fittings cast.” In the 
Textiles Section the heading of “cotton piece goods printed” 
has been sub-divided into ‘‘ handkerchiefs and shawls in the piece 
or not” and ‘‘ piece goods printed, other sorts.” The whole of the 
tables for silk have been re-arranged as far as possible to correspond 
with the new classification of imports. Under a new heading of 
‘‘hats and bonnets trimmed and untrimmed,” sub-divisions are given 
for “felt,” ‘‘ straw,” and ‘other sorts.” Formerly “ trimmed hats ” 
were included in “ haberdashery and millinery ” by value only, and 
‘‘untrimmed hats” were shown under one heading, “ hats of all 
descriptions.” Painters’ colours and materials have been sub-divided 
to show “nickel oxide” and “zine oxide” from “ other sorts.” 
The heading for ‘‘cycles and parts thereof (other than motor 
cycles)” has been sub-divided so as to show complete cycles 
separately from parts, and the former heading for ‘‘ other descrip- 
tions of carriages and parts thereof” has been similarly sub- 
divided. 


III.—SEcTION RELATING TO EXPORTS OF FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 
PRODUCE. 


In this Section the changes in classification are mainly on the lines 
of those indicated in the import section. It may be of interest to 
note that the exports of tea to Kuropean Russia are now shown 
separately ; formerly they were included in the total of ‘“‘ Countries 
in Europe.”

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
FEBRUARY, 1905.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for February, 1905, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1904, show a decrease in the 
value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, but an increase 
in the value of the Exports of British produce, and also of the 
Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

‘The value of the Imports in February, 1905, was 42,844,9372., 
a decrease of 1,265,552/., or 2°9 per cent., as compared with 
February, 1904, whilst the total Exports amounted to 32,888,7861., 
oran increase of 1,588,632/. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 1,374,2501., or 5°8 per cent., as compared with 
February, 1904, whilst there is an increase of 214,382/., or 2:9 per 
cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN FEBRUARY, 1905. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended Febrvary, 1905, amounted to 2,698,370 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 3,693,272 tons, as against 2,890,600 tons 
entered and 3,507,167 tons cleared in the month of February, 
1904. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during February, 1905, amounted to 2,490,119 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,479,409 tons, as against 2,546,482 
tons entered, and 2,485,106 tons cleared in February, 1904. 


VI—TWO MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-FEBRUARY). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the two months ended February, 1905, amounted to 
5,631,509 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 7,413,859 tons, as 
against 5,869,961 tons entered and 7, 178,132 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1904. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first two months 
of 1905 amounted to 5,109,170 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
5,057,542 tons, as against 5,201,140 tons entered and 0,093,969 
tons cleared during the corresponding period of 1904. 





BRITISH TRADE IN ARGENTINA. 


The following particulars respecting the trade of the Argentine 
Republic are extracted from a report by H.M. Consul at Buenos 
Aires (Mr. Carnegie Ross) :— 

‘“‘ Agricultural implements pay no duty and the Customs officials 
do not object to importers declaring low values in the entries. 
This is done in view of the possibility of the present declared 
values being taken as base for a future ad valorem charge. The 
figures for 1905 in this class of goods are United States 600,0001., 
and Great Britain 160,000/. 

“The returns of the following articles, viz.: white and coloured 
cottons, woollen goods, wool and cotton mixed, iron and steel rails, 
railway materials, galvanized iron, hessians, sheep-dip, fencing, wire, 
bar and flat iron ploughs . . . . showthat in each one of the 
classes the United Kingdom has had a share during each of the past 
20 years. Other countries have not put in an appearance in each class 

each year. In 1885 Germany does not appear in railway material, 
sheep dip, wire and iron. France does not appear in hessians, 
dip, wire andiron. . . . . The United States appear in cotton 
onal and railway materials. . . . . In every one of these 
articles the United Kingdom has every yeara share, now rising now 
falling, whereas other countries appear irregularly, as if a shipment 
had been made as a trial or under some special circumstances. 
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“Rails are not specially mentioned before 1898, and galvanized 
wire is not mentioned till 1895. Ploughs practically come only 
from the United States and the United Kingdom. 

“In 1903 Germany appears in every class but sheep dip; France 
in every class but hessians, dip, railway material, wire, and 
galvanized and rough iron; Italy makes a very good show, in 
cottons (50 per cent. of United Kingdom) and woollens, but does 
not appear in the metal classes at all. The United States did 
not export hither textiles, rails or railway material, galvanized iron, 
hessians, or rough iron.” 


In a recent report of a Spanish trade expert as to what is 
necessary to develop trade between Spain and Argentina, stress 
is laid upon the importance of commercial travellers, and the 
necessity, among other qualifications, of their knowing the Customs 
tariffs, what their competitors are doing, and why, and the 
manufacture and cost of their wares. 

The following tables show the quantity of the imports with 
Argentina of (1) cotton yarns and (2) cotton cloths of all kinds 
during each of the years 1900-1903 :—

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MANGROVE BARK INDUSTRY OF MOZAMBIQUE. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Beira (Mr. R. C. F. Greville), forwarding the following 
brief account of a somewhat interesting development in the 
northern portion of the Province of Mozambique, namely, the 
collection and shipment of the bark of the red mangrove for use 
in tanneries. Mr. Greville remarks that this industry, to which 
attention has only been directed during the past three years, 
shows signs of assuming an entirely unforeseen importance should 
the apparently firm demand continue. 

“A somewhat novel industry, which has been slowly coming 
into prominence for the past two or three years in the northern 
portion of the Portuguese Kast African Possessions, is that of the 
collection, preparation, and export to Europe and America of the 
bark of the red mangrove. ‘The valuable astringent properties 
of this commodity have attracted attention both in America and 
in European countries where they are largely utilized in the 
process of leather tanning; considerable quantities have been 
already shipped, and the probability is that the trade is destined 
to become one of some importance in the future. 

‘Extensive forests of mangroves are found throughout all the 

bays, estuaries, and river mouths of East Africa, and are composed 
of bushy, evergreen trees and shrubs. . . In certain localities 
these are found to be extensively intermixed with a plant probably 
inaccurately described as the ‘‘ White Mangrove.” ‘These trees 
grow thickly on the coasts at all points accessible to tidal influence, 
and propagate themselves with astonishing rapidity. 
In some places the trees are so thickly produced that it is well 
nigh impossible for a man to push his way through them. ‘The 
wood of the red mangrove is hard and durable, much used for 
- building purposes, and said to be impervious to the attacks of 
white ants and other destructive agencies. 

“The quantities of mangrove bark exported from Mozambique, 
Parapat, lbo, Porto Amelia (Pemba Bay) and Palma during the 
past year are reported as follows :—

“Of the exporis from Mozambique, 1,655 tons went to Ger- 
many, 65 to British Possessions, and 5 to the United Kingdom. 
The whole of the shipments from Parapat found their way to 
Hamburg, whilst although considerable quantities are known to 
have been despatched both to the United States and to Russian 
ports on the Baltic from Ibo, Port Amelia, and Palma, the exact 


- 
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figures in relation to the respective quantities are, unfortunately, 
not available. In addition to the quantities mentioned above, a 
large amount of mangrove bark was, at the end of 1904, lying in 
the various ports awaiting collection by the coasting steamers, 
and, it is understood, two sailing vessels have been chartered in 
Europe for its conveyance as the steamship facilities are both 
unreliable, and their connections with Europe going vessels 
uncertain. 

“The method of stripping and collecting the bark in question 
is extremely simple, and continues throughout the year, being 
mainly dependent on the supply of labour of which there should 
be, and usually is, an abundance. Those trees which are found 
some little distance up the river, and whose trunks are daily 
wetted by the tides, are said to give the best proportion of the 
astringent alkaloid. It is said that if care be observed in the 
stripping, and the native collectors be instructed not to remove 
the bark too low down on the tree, the mangrove will re-bark in 
from four to six months, the quality of the second crop being in 
nowise inferior to that of the first. After removal from the tree, 
the bark is dried for periods varying from five to ten days, it is 
then pounded into convenient pieces, and sacked for export, each 
sack containing about 80 kilogrammes. 

‘‘The value of this export in the various European markets at 
the end of 1904 fluctuated between 4/. 10s. and 6/. 10s. per ton. 
The demand in Germany was said to be somewhat on the decline, 
but that in Russia and the United States continued firm. Freight 
to Hamburg costs about 32s. per ton, whilst cost of collection, 
drying, outlay for sacks obtained from India, as also the export 
duty of 2 per cent., may be reckoned as amounting in the 
aggregate to between 20s. and 30s. for the same quantity. 

 « . . . It has been found that the method of 
transport hitherto adopted, namely, by means of sacks, is un- 
satisfactory by reason of the bulky character of the product, and 
there can be no doubt that if some means were devised whereby 
it should be compressed into bales, somewhat in the manner of 
patent horse bedding, such an expedient would result in a great 
saving of time, money, and space to the exporter and the shipper 
alike; freight would also be cheapened and several other diffi- 
culties done away with which at present are considered as very 
greatly retarding the development of this industry.” 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 
AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


The following statement appeared in the issue of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” for 1st December last as to the 


ouman es method of paying import duty on catalogues 
Advertisin despatched to Australia by British firms, viz. :— 
Matter. ‘‘The Federal authorities state that exporters 


may, if they so desire, weigh the catalogues in 
bulk before posting, assess the duty at 3d. per lb., and remit the 
amount involved to the Postmaster-General for transmission to the 
Department of ‘Trade and Customs.” 

In amplification of the foregoing it may be noted that according 
to information received from the General Post Office the Australian 
Post Office has announced that the Customs duty leviable in 
Australia on circulars, price lists and other printed papers, may be 
paid by the senders directly to the Deputy Postmasters-General at 
Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide, Perth, Brisbane, or Hobart, as the 
case may be. ‘The Federal authorities advise exporters to weigh 
the articles in bulk before posting, assess the duty thereon at 3d. 
per lb., and remit the amount in a letter stating for what reason 
they make the payment. ‘he covers of the articles should be 
stamped with the name and address of the sender and a statement 
that the duty has been sent to the Deputy Postmaster-General 
concerned.

FRANCE. 

In a recent report, the United States Consul at Havre, says that 
the increased use of automobiles during the 
past few years has been so erormous that the 
manufacture of motor cars and their accessories 
has become one of the most important French industries. From a 
total of 1,850 automobiles in 1898, valued at 320,400/., the output 
in 1904, according to the Chambre Syndicate de Automobile de 
France, has grown to 22,000 cars, of an estimated value of

Consul at Galveston (Mr. Nugent) forwarding 
the following particulars, extracted from the 
“ Galveston News,” regarding the importation 
of British creosote into that port. 

The Sante Fé Railway Co. were so well pleased with their trial 
shipment of bulk creosote from England that, according to the 
published statement of their representative, they have decided to 
use that material regularly at the Somerville works, and will 
receive periodical shipments vid Galveston. On the 29th Decem- 
ber a shipload of 650,000 gallons of British creosote, valued at 
from 35,000 to 40,000 dollars, reached Galveston. The Sante Fé 
Railway Co. have begun to build two steel tanks at Galveston, for 
handling the creosote in bulk from steamers; each tank will 
have a capacity of 18,000 barrels, or a total capacity of over 
1,500,000 gallons.

erton. ‘This leaves net proceeds to the manufacturer of 7 dols. 
70 c. (10. 12s.) per ton, equal to very nearly 6 c. per gallon for the 
molasses used. 

There are at the present time 45 estates in British Guiana 
making sugar, but only a few of the larger estates are equipped 
with a plant for the manufacture of molascuit. It is a peculiar 
feature of this product that it can be made entirely by hand labour 
without the aid of machinery; but, whereas the average cost of 
hand manufacture is 10s. per ton, with a special plant of machinery 
the cost can be reduced to 60 cc. per ton. Molascuit as made in 
the Colony consists of about 75 per cent. by weight of molasses 
and about 25 per cent. by weight of megass meal. The mixed 
product contains from 50 to 55 per cent. of sugar and about 13 
per cent. of moisture.

In addition, the Inspector of Agri- 
culture was sent to Antwerp, Liverpool, Paris, Bordeaux, and 
Havre, to study on the spot the conditions of those markets. 

Asa result of the enquiry, an Ordinance for regulating the 
collection, culture, and ‘sale of rubber in French West Africa was 
signed by the Governor-General on the Ist February.

“ Article 1.—Legislative decree approved on 17th October, 1902, 
authorising the President to regulate the prohibition concerning 
the extraction of rubber from the Government forests situated in 
the western part of the Republic, is hereby amended so that the 
second article thereof shall read as follows : 

«he President shall pay from the public treasury a bounty 
of 10 cents for each rubber tree planted in any part of the 
territory of the Republic, provided the number of trees planted 
be not less than 500, and that these attain the age of five years.’ 

‘“ Article 2.—The President shall regulate the form and manner 
of making the plantations.”

The take of shell for the year 1903 was practically the same 
as the previous year, although a greater number of boats 
were licensed. The yield not being larger may, perhaps, be 
attributed to the prevalence of very bad weather during the first 
eight months of the year, which would to some extent militate 
against their successful working; during the last four months, 
however, the weather conditions were more favourable, and the 
boats did fairly well. It is stated that on the whole good prices 
were realised for the shell, but values have fallen considerably 
since 1902, when the record was established. 

Statistics appended to the report show that during 1903 there were 
301 boats engaged as against 276 in 1902, 331 in 1901, and 341 in 
1900. The total take of shell for the year was 908 tons, as compared 
with 910 tons in 1902, 867 tons in 1901, and 1,060 tons in 1900. 
The total take of shell from 1890 to 1908 inclusive, it appears, was 
13,997 tons. The average take per boat for 1903 was 3 tons 
0 cwt. 1 qr. In 1902 the average take was 3 tons 5 cwt. 3 qrs.; 
in 1901 it was 2 tons 15 cwt. 3 qrs.; and in 1900 it was 
3 tons 2 cwt. 1 qr. The average take for 1903 is the second 
lowest of any year. In that year only 92 boats were engaged. 

The quantity of pearl-shell exported from Thursday Island for 
1903 was 908 tons of live shell, valued at 162,5471., a decrease of 
1 ton 14 cwt. on the return for 1902, which was valued at 126,8311. 
The quantity of black-lip shell exported in 1903 was 27 tons 
7 cwt. 2qrs., valued at 1,539/., being a decrease of 3 cwt. 2 qrs. on 
the amount for 1902, which was valued at 1,758/. The quantity 
of dead shell for 1903 was 34 tons 18 cwt. 2 qrs., valued at 1,4651., 
an increase of 10 tons 14 cwt. 2 qrs. upon the returns of 1902, 
which were valued at 678/. The beche-de-mer export of 1903 was 
58 tons 16 cwt., valued at 7,270l., a decrease of 11 tons 14 cwt. 
2 qrs. compared with 1902, when the value of the export was 9,4441. 
The export of tortoiseshell for 1903 was 2,801 lb., valued at 1,3261., a 
decrease of 807 lb. compared with 1902, when the export was 


valued at 1,5211.

The weather throughout last summer and autumn was also 
exceptionally dry, and there is great fear that the necessary water 
to drive the saw mills will fail during the present year. Even if 
rain were to fall now in abundance, the frozen condition of the 
soil in the mountains would prevent its absorption and retention. 
The outlook therefore for the timber, pulp, and wood fibre trade, 
is far from reassuring.

MONTENEGRO. 


The following particulars of the foreign trade of Montenegro 
are taken from the “ Bulletin Commercial” 
Foreign Trade. (Brussels) :— 

Austria, thanks to its proximity, formerly 
monopolised the imports into Montenegro, but during the last five 
years this country has met with competitors in the market. Im- 
ports from Italy have assumed considerable proportions, more 
especially untanned leather, silk stuffs, rice, honey, petroleum, 
wines, spirits, and various kinds of manufactured goods. A com- 
pany which has recently been formed at Milan to develop trade 
with Montenegro and Albania, has proved very successful. 
Applications have been made by Italian subjects for concessions 
for constructing a railway, working iron ore deposits, creating a 
port at Antivari, and erecting an establishment for preserving 
meat and fish. 

It is very difficult to draw up exact statistics of Montenegrin 
imports and exports; the imports for 1902 are estimated as 
follow :—Austria-Hungary, 70,000/., Italy, 50,000/., and the 
United Kingdom, 20,0001. The principal imports consist of iron 
and other metals, manufactured goods, leather, soap, candles, sugar 
and glassware.

by traders on commercial matters. 


The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and_ 


(subject.to the. Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 


Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 


Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard ‘to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 


Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; . 


Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of 1903, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 


the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products. 


which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
‘‘Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
